A liv e wire at the co mer o f Six th 
and Washingto n streets caused co n­ 
siderable ex citement last night. The 
light co mpany were no tified and the 
wire was taken do wn. 


The refusal o f co uncil to Increase 
the present po lice fo rce o f the city 
has o ccasio ned co nsiderable co mment 
in the city , and after so me careful in­ 
v estigatio n and inquiring it has dev el­ 
o ped that East Liv erpo o l has v ery po o r 
po lice pro tectio n as co mpared’ with 
o ther to wns o f like size and po pula­ 
tio n. 
Info rmatio n receiv ed direct fro m the 
po lice department o f Steubenv ille is 
to the effect that they emplo y regular­ 
ly , in co nnectio n with a chief o f po lice 
and city marshal. 1 0 po licemen. They 
wo rk 10 ho urs per day and draw a sal­ 
ary o f $6 0 a mo nth. 
New Castle’s po lice 
fo rce, 1 5 in 
number, wo rk 10 ho urs a day and are 
paid ex tra fo r o v ertime. They receiv e 
$6 0 per mo nth and are giv en 
tw^ 
weeks’ v acatio n with pay . 
With a po pulatio n less than half 
that o f East Liv erpo o l, Warren, O., 
has a po lice fo rce co mpo sed o f a chief 
and six ro undsmen, who wo rk 11 ho urs 
a day and receiv e $6 0 per mo nth fo r 
their serv ices. 
Besides these there are o ther cities 
much larger than this that hav e ex cel­ 
lent regulatio ns fo r this department. 
Had we, in pro po rtio n to the po pu­ 
latio n, as large a fo rce as that o f either 
Canto n o r Yo ungsto wn, there wo uld be 
no cause fo r co mplaint. 
Yo ungsto wn has 3 6 po lice, 
1 lieuten­ 
ant, 2 wago n men, 2 patro l driv ers, 2 
o perato rs and 1 detectiv e. They wo rk^ 
11 ho urs a day and 10 at night, receiv e 
$7 0 a mo nth and-« x tra pay fo r o v er­ 
time. 
Taking Canto n fo r an ex ample we 
wo uld, acco rding to the po pulatio n, be 
entitled to at least 9 po licemen. Can­ 
to n has a po pulatio n o f abo ut 
4 0 ,0 0 0 , 
and has a po lice fo rce o f 1 8 , to gether 
with 2 superintendents, 2 patro l o per­ 
ato rs, 2 driv ers, a city marshal and 2 
turnkey s. 
East Liv erpo o l has a fo rce o f 6 , o ne 
o f who m is suppo sed to repo rt fo r 
duty at 6 a. m., and is jo ined by two 
o thers at 12 no o n, who are reliev ed at 
12 midnight, but it is v ery seldo m they 
quit at that time. 
The balance o f 
the fo rce begin at 6 in the ev ening 
and remain o n duty till 6 a. m. 
This is the regulatio n that is sup­ 
po sed to co ntro l the lo cal department, 
but in a great majo rity o f instances 
the members o f the fo rce here are 
co mpelled, in o rder to giv e go o d ser­ 
v ice, to wo rk many ex tra ho urs. 
Fo r instance, the two men who re­ 
po rt fo r duty at 12 no o n seldo m quit 
befo re 2 o r* 3 a. m., while the three 
ro undsmen who go o n at 6 in the ev en­ 
ing inv ariably wo rk until after 6 nex t 
mo rning. 
Especially is this true 
o f 
day s when an unusual cro wd hav e to 
be handled. 
An inspectio n was made o f the reg­ 
ister at city hall to day , and it sho ws 
that, while the po lice take turns at 
night wo rk, it Is seldo m that a day 
passes witho ut so me o f the men put-

History of the Brilliant Career of the 
Kansas States­ 
man. 


Atchison, Kansas, Aug. 16.— Former 
United States Senator John J. Ingalls 
died today after a lingering illness. 
John James Ingalls was born at Mid 
dleton, Mass., December 29, 1833. 
He 
graduated at Williams college in 1855 
and was admitted to the bar in 1857, 
removed to Atchison, Kansas, to prac­ 
tice law in 1858. 
He was a member of the Wyandotte 
constitutional convention In 1859 and 
secretary of Kansas territorial council 
in 1860. 
In 1861 he was secretary of 
the state senate, and in 1862 was state 
senator and unsuccessful candidate for 
lieutenant governor. 
From 1863 to 1866 he was editor of 
the Atchison Campus and was again 
defeated for lieutenant governor in 


1864.

He was elected United States sena­ 
tor on the Republican ticket in 1872, 
78 and ’84, and elected president pro 
tem of the United States senate 
in 
February, 1887.

Information received direct from the 
police department of Steubenville is 
to the effect that they employ regular­ 
ly, in connection with a chief of police 
and city marshal, IO policemen. They 
work IO hours per day and draw a sal­ 
ary of $60 a month. 
New Castle’s police 
force, 15 
in 
number, work IO hours a day and are 
paid extra for overtime. They receive 
$60 per month and 
are 
given 
twg 
weeks’ vacation with pay. 
With a population less than half 
that of East Liverpool, Warren, O., 
has a police force composed of a chief 
and six roundsmen, who work l l hours 
a day and receive $60 per month for 
their services. 
Besides these there are other cities 
much larger than this that have excel­ 
lent regulations for this department.

tacked. Scores were in hired. It took 
the combined efforts of the reserves 
with as many more policemen on pa 
trol from the four districts to restore 
order.

Revolvers 
were emptied into the air. and in one 
or two instances fired at the upper 
stories of the negro tenements, from 
which the negroes defensively fired 
bricks, paving stones and other mis­ 
siles.

QUEER CRFATURFS THAT LIVE ON 


LAND OR in WATER.

Ev ery o ne kno ws that meat ashen 
breathe iu a different manner fro m 
that o f the greater u u ml.ei j f aniru ali 
and that they get the o x y gen necessary 
fo r their lift fro m the water ami no t 
directly fro m the atmo sphere. 
Wate/ 
disso lv es a certain amo u nt o f o x y gen, 
and the gills o f dshes take this o u t o f 
the water as o u r lungs take it fro m 
the mix ed air we breath?. 
The gill» 
are bu ndles o f liun* blo uu v essels, co v ­ 
ered by a delicate membrau ? that pep 
mits o x y gen to pass thro u gh it to th» 
blo o d so lo ng as it is mo itt, bu t u su al 
ly when a fish is taken o u t o f water 
the gills dry , ami su ffo catio n fo llo ws. 
The gills are v ery thin and may be 
to rn o r inju red by slight v io lence. Mud, 
cau d, sawdu st o r any o f tLe rnau y sim­ 
ilar impu rities in water may lacerate 
o r irritate them, so natu re has >ut fil­ 
ters, like co mbs, ju st in* fro u t 
u t them 
to strain Mich fo reigu ma.ters o u t o f 
the water befo re reaching the real gills» 
These filters are called “gill rakers’’ 
and act as do the gratings pu t o v er 
gu tters to ho id back trash that might 
blo ck them up. bu t the gu tters grat* 
ings get clo gged so metimes, and so 
do 
the gill rakers. 
When this happens, 
the fish mu st die, and it is well kno wn 
that the sawdu st in o u r streams has 
been a chief facto r iu the destru ctio n 
o f o u r fresh water fishes. 
Bu t all fishes are no t dependent o n 
their gills. 
So me o f them, like o u r 
co mmo n carp and go ldfish, co me to 
the su rface no w and then to take in 
drafts o f air, and eels can trav el o v er­ 
land aro u nd dams o r o ther o bstru c­ 
tio ns. 
These effo rts are triv ial ?o n>- 
pared with tho se o f so me fishes fo u nd 
in o ther parts o f the wo rld. 
These are the lu ng fishes, o r dipno i, 
as natu ralists call them, and the ac­ 
co u nts o f them seem to bo rder cn the 
marv elo u s. 
In o ne gro u p o f these ani­ 
mals the “swimbladder” is a kind o f 
lu ng instead o f a mere flo at, as it is in 
mo st fishes, and in so me strange fishes 
in lu dia there is a ho llo w space in the 
skull that acts as a lung, the walls o f 
it hav ing clu sters o f blo o d v ess*<s 
abo u t it, ju st as the v esicles o f o u r 
lu ngs hav e. 
These fishes can bu ry 
themselv es deep in the mu d when the 
dry seaso n co mes o u and liv e thro u gh 
it till the raiu s till the riv ers again. 
A fish iu the Gambia riv er makes a 
eo co o u o f mu cu s and mud, In which it 
has been bro u ght fro m Senegambia to 
Lo u do u , where the eo co o u was gently 
washed o ff au d the fish fo u u d to be 
liv ing. 
The natu ralist Natterer dis­ 
co v ered a similar fish in the Amazo n, 
bu t this o ne, the lepido sireu o f sci 
euce, is o ne o f the rarest specimens 
In mu seu ms. 
Iu the United States there is a fish, 
the bo wfin. that can be dro wned by 
stretching a u et belo w the su rface o f 
the water so that it cau no t get to air. 
Dr. Hecto r, the go v ernment geo lo gist 
o f New Zealand, repo rted finding so me 
fish abo u t 
inches lo ng amo ng the 
ro o ts o f trees at a depth o f fo u r feet 
in stiff clay . 
The place where they 
were fo u u d was so me 37 feet abo v e 
the Ho kitika riv er, where there had 
been a backwater du ring a time o f 
flo o d. 
'1 he mu d fishes are co mmo n in 
New Zealand, and the early settlers 
were su rprised to dig u p fish with 
their po tato es, as farmers o n Lo ng Is­ 
land are said to be in do u bt whether 
their spades will u nearth po tato es o r 
clams. 
.1 he mo st famo u s 
of the lu ng fishes 
Is the climbing perch o f India that has 
o ften been fo u nd sev eral feet up the 
mangro v es. 
These animals migrate 
o v erland when their o wn streams fail 
and are captu red iu great nu mbers by 
the nativ es, to who m they are great 
delicacies. 
Cey lo n has sev eral species 
o f them. 
The island is do tted o v er 
with bo gs o f thick, cho co late co lo red 
mu d, co v ered by a so d o f reeds au d 
grasses, and this mud teems with fish 
The Cingalese clear o ff a space and 
wait till the fish co me up to till tfieir 
air bladder, when they catch them in 
stro ng dip nets. 
Sir Jo hn Bo wring say s that so me 
lu ng fishes in Siam go as mu ch as 
three miles fro m water au d that they 
hav e been seen flapping alo ng a du sty 
ro ad.

The lu ng fishes co nstitu te a wo nder­ 
ful and interesting gro u p o f animals 
a nd sho w the wide 
range 
thro u gh 
which natu re can adapt creatu res to 


their su rro u ndings.

Every one knows that meat fishes 
breathe in a different manner from 
that of the greater mind.el jt animal* 
and that they get the oxygen necessary 
for their life from the water and not 
directly from the atmosphere. 
Watet 
dissolves a certain amount of oxygen, 
and the gills of dshes take this out of 
the water as our lungs tak* it (rout 
the mixed air we breath;. 
The gill* 
are bundles of finn blood vessels, cov­ 
ered by a delicate membrane that pen 
snits oxygen to pass through it to th* 
blood so long as it is uioiit, but usual­ 
ly when a fish is taken out of water 
the gills dry, nod suffocation follows. 
The gills are very thin and may be 
torn or injured by slight violence. Mud, 
sand, sawdust or any of fie mauy sim­ 
ilar impurities in water may lacerate 
or Irritate them, so nature has nit fil­ 
ters, like combs, just in* (rout of them 
to strain such foreign masters out of 
the water before reacting the real gills* 
These tillers are called “gill rakers” 
and act as do the gratings put over 
gutters to boid back trash that might 
block them up, but the gutters grat­ 
ings get clogged sometimes, and so do 
the gill rakers. 
When this happens, 
the fish must die, and it Is well known 
that the sawdust in oar streams has 
been a chief factor in the destruction 
of our fresh water fishes.

He gal p o rte d himself by teaching and as clerk in a store, meanwhile pursu­ 
ing the study of law, and was admitted to the bar at 21. 
In 1846 he was made clerk of the courts in Holmes county. 
He was a 
Whig. and as a very young man took an active part in the Harrison cam­ 
paign of 1840. 
He began the active practice of his profession in Wooster, 
which continued to be his home during the rest of his life, and he was 
deeply interested in the Wooster university, being a professor of political 
science and international law’ in that institution for many years. 
Iii 1852 he was elected a common pleas judge in the Sixth Judicial dis­ 
trict, and served five years. 
His subdivision being largely Democratic, he 
was defeated for re-election. 
In 1857 he was elected lieutenant governor of 
the state. 
In the civil war he served on the staff of Genral J. Dolson Cox, 
with the rank of major. 
He was afterward assistant adjutant general of the 
state. 
In 1862 he was an unsuccessful candidate for congress, but In 1864 he 
was elected to the Thirty-ninth congress 
from 
the 
Fourteenth district, 
Wayne, Holmes, Ashland, Medina and Lorain counties, and was re-elected 
from the same district to the Fortieth in 1866, and the Forty-first in 1868. 
In 
1873 he was appointed United States district judge by President Grant. As 
a jurist he occupied a high position. 


TOBAIS A. PLANTS 
Of Meigs county did much to develop its great mineral resources, and occu­ 
pied a high position in the respect of the people in his part of the state. He 
was a lawyer of great force and ability and commanded a large practice. He 
represented Meigs county in the Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth general assem­ 
blies. being a leading member of the house. He was originally a W hig and 
afterward a Republican. 
In 1864 he was elected to the Thirty-ninth congress from the Fifteenth 
district. Meigs, Athens, W ashington, Morgan and Monroe counties, and was 
re-elected to the Fortieth from the same district in 1866. 
In 1872 he was 
elected a judge of the court of common pleas in the Seventh Judicial district. 
He was born in Beaver, Pa., March 7, 1811, and died at three-fourths of a 
century. 
SAMUEL F. CARY. 
Samuel Fenton Cary, lecturer, lawyer, politician and editor, was born in 
Cincinnati, Feb. 18, 1814, and he continued to reside there during the re­ 
mainder of the century. 
He was a cousin of the Cary sisters, the well 
known poetical writers. 
Mr. Cary achieved his greatest distinction as a lecturer on temperance, 
having spoken on that subject in all the principal cities of the United States 
and British American possessions, and in England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales, being greeted everywhere he went with immense audiences. 
He had no fixed political affiliations, but acted most frequently with the 
Dmocratic party. 
In 1867 he was elected to the Fortieth congress to succeed 
Rutherford B. Hayes, who resigned to become president. 
He defeated Rich­ 
ard Smith, editor of the Cincinnati Gazette, running as an Independent 
For twenty years Mr. Cary was the principal editorial writer for the Cincin­ 
nati Weekly Enquirer. 
In congress he opposed the impeachment of Presi­ 
dent Johnson and the Republican policy of reconstruction. 


CORNELIUS S. HAMILTON. 
Cornelius S. Hamilton of Union county was a member of the constitu­ 
tional convention of 1851, and served in the senate of the Fifty-second 
general assembly from the Thirteenth district, Union, Logan, Marion and 
Hardin counties. 
He was elected to the Fortieth congress in 1866 from the 
Eighth district, Union, Delaware, Marion, Morrow and Richland counties, 
m a Republican. 
He died as the result of an accident, Dec. 22, 1867, and 
was succeeded by John Beatty. 
He was born in Muskingum county, Jan. 
2, 1821. 
WILLIAM M UNGEN. 
Colonel William Mungen of Hancock county was a Democrat, a news­ 
paper editor and publisher, a county official, a lawyer, a party leader, a 
teacher, a master of the violin, a member of the Ohio legislature, a brilliant 
and dashing soldier, a member of congress and a statesman of no ordinary 
ability. And all this was the result of his own energy and determination 
and a well poised mind. 
He was born in the city of Baltimore, Maryland, May 12, 1822. His father 
removed to Philadelphia shortly after his birth, and remained there until 
1830, when he migrated to Carroll county, Ohio. The younger Mungen worked 
°n his father’s farm, and studied at home under the tuition of his mother. 
His school life covered just 59 days, a three months’ term in a private school. 
He became a proficient scholar, and taught school for a number of years in 
Carroll and Hancock counties when a very young man. 
He located permanently in Findlay, Hancock county, in 1842. In 1844 he 
made deputy treasurer of the county. 
He founded the Hancock Farmer 
,n 1845, and soon after united it with the Courier, which he edited for ten 
Tears. He had considerable musical ability, and became a master of the 
*folin, as a matter of personal amusement. 
In 1846 he was elected auditor of 
ncock county and was re-elected in 1848. 
In 1851 he was elected to the 
*enate of the Fiftieth general assembly from the Thirty-third Senatorial dis- 
_Jr't’ composed of the counties of Hancock, Wood, Lucas, Fulton, Henry and 
toam, and declined a re-election.

Philadelph Van Try nip of Lancaster was horn in that city in 1810, and 
read law with Philemon Beecher, and upon his admission to the practice 
quickly rose to a prominent position in the then famous bar of Lancaster. 
He was a Demoerat and was long recognized as one of the leaders of 
that party. 
In 1857, however, he greatly injured, for some years, his political 
prospects In accepting the nomination of the American party for governor. 
Ile received over 10.000 votes, drawing largely from the Democrats, which 
resulted In the defeat of Henry B. Payne, the Democratic candidate, and the 
election of Salmon P. Chase by a plurality of 1,500 votes. 
He was elected a common pleas judge in the Seventh Judicial district in 
1862, and served four years 
In 1866 he was elected to the Fortieth congress 
from the Twelfth district, Fairfield, Perry, Pike, Ross, Hocking and Picka­ 
way counties, and re-elected to the Forty-first in 1868 and to the Forty-second 
in 1870 from the same district. 
He declined a fourth election because of im­ 
paired health. In congress, both in debate and committee work, he was rec 
ognized as a man of unusual ability. 
He was born in Lancaster, Ohio, 
No# 
15, 1810, and died in Cincinnati, July 31, 1874. 


PETER 
W. STRADER. 
Captain Peter W. Strader was largely connected with the steamboat in­ 
terests of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers during the noonday of stearaboat- 
ing, and went to congress rather as a diversion 
He was unexpectedly nomi­ 
nated and elected to the Forty-first congress by the Democrats of the Firs^ 
district, a part of Hamilton county, in 1868. 
He tried to decline, but hid 
friends would not permit. The district had elected Benjamin Eggleston, Re­ 
publican, two years previously, by a large majority, and in view of the fact 
that he was not likely to be taken away from his steamboat business, he 
concluded to make the race. 
He was called on by friends and opponents alike to make a speech in 
answer to Mr. Eggleston’s speaking campaign. Not being an orator or even 
a public speaker, he appealed to a friend to prepare a speech for him, which 
he memorized and delivered in excellent style before select audiences of his 
friends and associates. 
A few nights before the election he was billed to 
speak from the esplanade of the Burnet House, and the streets were packed 
for squares to listen to him. 
When he faced the assemblage his stage fright was so great that he for­ 
got every sentence of his speech. After a few stammering attempts to begin 
its delivery, he managed to say, in a voice that could be heard for a quarter 
of a mile: “Gentlemen and Fellow-Citizens—Never mind the weather so the 
wind don't blow!” 
This fragment of a steamboat song was the only thing 
he could think of, and, having delivered it, he sat down smilingly amid the 
howls of the multitude. 
The opposition papers reproduced his “speech” 
scores of times the next morning, in all kinds of type, in ridicule of the 
captain. 
The “crowd,” however, took the speech as premeditated on Strader’s 
part as an all-sufficient answer to his opponent’s elaborate arguments, and 
he grew rapidly in favor. When the ballots were counted, to his opponent’s 
surprise, and perhaps his own, he was elected by an immense majority. One 
term in congress sufficed. He resumed his station on the quarter-deck, where 
he was entirely at home. He was born in Warren, N. J., Nov. 6, 1818. 


GEORGE W. 
MORGAN. 
George Washington Morgan was one of the picturesque civic and mill 
tary figures in the history of Ohio for the. nineteenth century. 
He was born 
in Washington county, Pennsylvania, 
and died in Mt. Vernon, O., near the 
close of the century, near four score 
In 1836, while attending Washington 
college, he laid down his books and 
joined the Texan army under General 
Houston, from which he retired with 
the rank of captain, and at the age of 
21 entered the United States military 
academy. 
In 1843 he located at Mt. Vernon, 
Knox county, where he studied law, 
was admitted to the bar and began 
the practice of his profession in 1845, 
in which he became very successful. 
He entered the Mexican war in com­ 
mand of an Ohio regiment, and was 
brevetted a brigadier general for gal­ 
lant conduct at Contreras and Chur­ 
ubusco 
To put an end to the guerilla warfare and murder of American 
soldiers Colonel Morgan seized a number of prominent Mexican citizens and 
issued a proclamation in which he announced that for every American soldier 
killed by the guerillas, a citizen would be executed. The murders ceased at 
once. 
General Morgan was appointed consul at Marseilles, France, in 1856, and 
in 1858 was made minister to Portugal 
He resigned the latter position in 
1861 to return to 4be United States and enter the military service, and was 
made a brigadier general and assigned to duty under Major General Don 
Carlos Buell. 
In March, 1862, he was placed in command of the Seventh division of 
the Army of Ohio, and later took command of the Thirteenth corps, which 
he commanded at the taking of Fort Hindman, Arkansas. 
His health failing, 
he resigned his commission in 18S3. 
General Morgan was one of the most prominent and influential Demo­ 
cratic leaders of the state for a third of a century, and largely dictated the 
policy of the party, as new issues presented themselves. 
In 1865 he was the 
Democratic candidate for governor, but was defeated by General Jacob Dol­ 
son Cox by a vote of 223,642 to 193,797. 
He was elected to the Fortieth congress in 1866 from the Thirteenth dis­ 
trict, Knox, Licking, Muskingum and Coshocton. 
In 1868 he was declared 
elected from the same district to the Forty-first, but his right to the seat was 
contested by Columbus Delano, and the latter was seated near the close of 
the session. 
He was elected to the Forty-second congress in 1870. 
In congress he was a Democratic leader, and was the candidate of his 
party for speaker against James G. Blaine when that gentleman was first 
elected to the position. General Morgan was closely identified with the suc­ 
cess of the various benevolent institutions of the state. 
JOHN A. SMITH. 
John A. Smith of Highland county represented Highland, Adams and 
Brown in the house of the Fortieth general assembly, and Highland alone In 
the Forty-first. 
He was well known throughout the southwestern part of 
the state, and so fully commanded the respect of the people that he was 
twice elected to congress from the Sixth district, embracing the counties of 
Highland, Clinton, Fayette, Brown and Clermont. 
He was elected to the Forty-first congress in 1868, and in 1870 was re­ 
elected to the Forty-second. He was a legislator of great capability, but was 
not ambitious of a third election. He. was born in Hillsboro, Ohio, Sept 23,

Also, like most other thing s of prac­ 
tical utility to mankind, india Ink was 
not an invention, but a discovery that 
Is to say , the Individual who produced 
It first did so entirely by accident, 
without the remotest intention cf doing 
any thing sensible or useful. 
About 3,000 y ears before the Chris­ 
tian era a Chinese alchemist, Tien- 
Tschen by name, while experimen’ing 
upon some nostrum for the eteruaJ 
naia ta ble 
preservation of life or upon some for­ 
mula for converting dirt into g old—it 
m atters not w hat—accidentally con­ 
cocted a black substance iu the form 
of a liq uid paint or varnish. This con­ 
coction was the first india ink. 
The black pig ment which forms the 
base of the ink was the soot obtained 
by burning lac and pine charcoal. This 
soot was powdered finely and mixed 
with some kind of size or g lue. 
Fish 
g lue, or ising lass, was used as well as 
bone or horn g lue, and sometimes, in 
making the finer q ualities of ink, pearls 
were boiled in g lue. 
Sometimes dried 
ox tong ue was added to g ive the ink a 
purple tint, and the bark of the pepper 
tree was used to produce a ting e of 
blue. 
The ink was carefully molded, 
dried and packed in wormwood leaves 
with lime or ashes until well seasoned.

Like many other things which have 
no relation whatever to their names, 
india iuk has no relation whatever to 
India. The Irish potato, it is said fa­ 
cetiously, is so called because it w aj 
found first in Peru. 
Therefore india 
ink may have been so named because 
it was made first in China, where the 
bulk of it has been made ever since. 
Also, like most other things of prac 
Heal utility to mankind, india Ink was 
not an invention, but a discovery—that 
is to say, the individual who produced 
it first did so entirely by accident, 
without the remotest Intention cf doing 
anything sensible or useful. 
About 3,000 years before tha Chris­ 
tian era a Chinese alchemist, Tien-

A little india ink rubbed in 
water was considered then a delicious 
drink, but modern india ink can hard­ 
ly be recommended as a safe medium 
for interior decoration of that sort

He W ill Then be Able to Discover Just 
What Position He Occupies on 
Finance Committee. 


It might be well for the entertain­ 
ment member of city council, who has 
been posing as chairman of the fin­ 
ance committee, to read rule 3 of the 
rules for the government of the city 
council.

JOHN J. INGALLS 
DIED TO-DAY. 


History of the Brilliant Career of the 
Kansas States­ 
man. 


Atchison, Kansas, Aug. 16.— Former 
United States Senator John J. Ingalls 
died today after a lingering illness. 
John James Ingalls was born at Mid­ 
dleton, Mass., December 29, 1833. 
He 
graduated at Williams college in 1855 
and was admitted to the bar in 1857, 
removed to Atchison, Kansas, to prac­ 
tice law in 1858. 
He was a member of the Wyandotte 
constitutional convention In 1859 and 
secretary of Kansas territorial council 
in 1860. 
In 1861 he was secretary of 
the state senate, and In 1862 was state 
senator and unsuccessful candidate for 
lieutenant governor. 
From 1863 to 1866 he was editor of 
the Atchison Campus and was again 
defeated for lieutenant 
governor in 


1864. 
He was elected United States sena­ 
tor on the Republican ticket In 1872, 
’78 and ’84, and elected president pro 
tem of the United States senate 
in 
February, 1887.

POLICE FORCE 


Altogether Too Small When Com 
pared With That of Other 
Cities in This Section. 


NEW 
CASTLE HAS 
15 
MEN 


Warren, Which Is Not H alf As 
Large As East Liverpool, 
Has Six Officers.

The refusal of council to increase 
the present police force of the city 
has occasioned considerable comment 
in the city, and after some careful in­ 
vestigation and inquiring it has devel­ 
oped that East Liverpool has very poor 
police protection as compared 
with 
other towns of like size and popula­ 
tion. 
Information received direct from the 
police department of Steubenville is 
to the effect that they employ regular­ 
ly, in connection with a chief of police 
and city marshal, IO policemen. They 
work IO hours per day and draw a sal­ 
ary of $60 a month. 
New Castle’s police 
force, 15 
in 
number, work IO hours a day and are 
paid extra for overtime. They receive 
$60 per month and 
are given 
twg 
weeks’ vacation with pay. 
With a population less than half 
that of East Liverpool, Warren, O., 
has a police force composed of a chief 
and six roundsmen, who work ll hours 
a day and receive $60 per month for 
their services. 
Besides these there are other cities 
much larger than this that have excel­ 
lent regulations for this department. 
Had we, in proportion to the popu­ 
lation, as large a force as that of either 
Canton or Youngstown, there would be 
no cause for complaint. 
Youngstown has 36 police, I lieuten­ 
ant, 2 wagon men, 2 patrol drivers, 2 
operators and I detective. They work 
11 hours a day and IO at night, receive 
$70 a month and-«xtra pay for over­ 
time. 
Taking Canton for an example we 
would, according to the population, be 
entitled to at least 9 policemen. Can­ 
ton has a population of about 40,000, 
and has a police force of 18, together 
with 2 superintendents, 2 patrol oper­ 
ators, 2 drivers, a city marshal and 2 
turnkeys. 
East Liverpool has a force of 6, one 
of whom is supposed to report for 
duty at 6 a. rn., and is joined by two 
others at 12 noon, who are relieved at 
12 midnight, but it is very seldom they 
quit at that time. 
The balance 
of 
the force begin at 6 in the evening 
and remain on duty till 6 a. rn. 
This is the regulation that is sup­ 
posed to control the local department, 
but in a great majority of instances 
the members of the force here are 
compelled, in order to give good ser­ 
vice, to work many extra hours. 
For instance, the two men who re­ 
port for duty at 12 noon seldom quit 
before 2 or* 3 a. rn., while the three 
roundsmen who go on at 6 in the even­ 
ing invariably work until after 6 next 
morning. 
Especially is this true 
of 
days when an unusual crowd have to 
be handled. 
An inspection was made of the reg­ 
ister at city hall today, and it shows 
that, while the police take turns at 
night work, it is seldom that a day 
passes without some of the men put­ 


ting in extra hours. Especially is this 
true of the man who works through­ 
out the day, from 6 a. rn. to 6 p. rn., as 
he remains on duty almost every night 
until IO and ll o’clock.

With many it takes, ami has to take 
the place of tile British workm an’s 
beef aud mutton. 
In a good many vil­ 
lages sun dried locusts are an article of 
commerce. 
The Sudanese are partici 
larly fond of them. 
Before they are eaten they are toast­ 
ed. 
The wings and legs having first 
been torn off, the long, soft body and 
the crisp head form the delicacy. 
I determined not to let my European 
prejudices influence me, but to give 
the dish of grilled locusts a fair trial. 
I thought how John the Baptist had 
enjoyed them plus wild honey. 
The one I was eating was rather 
nice. 
I agreed with my Arab servant 
that, should the meat supply fall short, 
a dish of locusts would be a very good 
substitute. 
By the time I was eating the sec­ 
ond locust It seemed to me absurd 
why one should have a sort of lurking 
pity for John the Baptist’s daily menu 
unless It be for Its monotony, and I 
felt convinced that I should get tired 
of boney sooner than I should of lo­ 
custs.—Current Literature.

Every one knows that meat ‘ishe* 
breathe in a different manner from 
that of the greater numLei A aniruali 
and that they g a the oxygen necessary 
for their life from the water and not 
directly from the atmosphere. 
Wale/ 
dissolves a certain amount of oxygen. 
and the gills of dshes take this out of 
the water as our lungs I ake It from 
the mixed air we breath?. 
The gills 
are bundles of tim* blood veasels, cov 
ered by a delicate membrane that pee 
mits oxygen to pass through it to th* 
blood so long as it is moat, but usual 
ly when a fish is taken out of water 
the gills dry. a ad suffocation follows. 
The gills are very thin and may be­ 
torn or injured by slight violence. Mud, 
Baud, sawdust or any of t/je many aim 
liar impurities in water may lacerate 
or irritate them, so nature has >ut fil­ 
ters, like combs, just in* front ut them 
to strain such foreign masters out of 
the water before reaching the real gills. 
These tilters are called “gill rakers” 
and aet as do the gratings put over 
gutters to boul back trash that might 
block them up, but the gutters grat­ 
ings get clogged sometimes, and so do 
the gill rakers. 
When this happens, 
the fish must die, and it is well known 
that the sawdust in our streams has 
been a chief factor iu the destruction 
of our fresh water fishes. 
But ail fishes are not dependent on 
their gills. 
Some of them, like our 
common carp aud goldfish, come to 
the surface now and then to take In 
drafts of air, and eels can travel over­ 
land around dams or other obstruc­ 
tions. 
These efforts are trivial roto 
pared with those of some fishes found 
in other parts of the world. 
These are the lung fishes, or dipnoi, 
as naturalists call them, and the ac­ 
counts of them seem to border en the 
marvelous. 
In one group of these ani­ 
mals the “swimbladder” is a kind of 
lung instead of a mere float, as it is in 
most fishes, aud in some strange fishes 
in india there is a hollow space in the 
skull that acts us a lung, the walls of 
It having clusters of blood vess*<s 
about it, just as the vesicles of our 
lungs have. 
These fishes can bury 
themselves deep in the mud when the 
dry season comes on aud live through 
It UU tile rains fill the rivers again. 
A fish in the Gambia river makes a 
cocoon of mucus and mud, In which it 
has been brought from Senegambia to 
Loudou, where the cocoon was gently 
washed off aud the fish found to be 
living. 
The naturalist Natterer dis 
covered a similar fish in the Amazon 
but this one, the iepidosireu of sci 
euce, is oue of the rarest specimens 
in museums. 
In the United States there is a fish 
the bowiiu. that eau be drowned by 
stretching a net below the surface of 
the water so that it cannot get to air. 
Dr. Hector, the government geologist 
of New Zealand, reported finding some 
fish about oYj inches long among the 
roots of trees at a depth of four feet 
In stiff clay. 
The place where they 
were found was some 37 feet above 
the Hokitika river, where there had 
been a backwater during a time of 
flood. 
The mud Ashes are common in 
New Zealand, and the early settlers 
were surprised to dig up Ash with 
their potatoes, as farmers on Long Is 
laud are said to be in doubt whether 
their spades will unearth potatoes or 
clams. 
The most famous of the lung Ashes 
Is the climbing perch of India that has 
often been found several feet up the 
mangroves. 
These 
animals migrate 
overland when their owu streams fall 
aud are captured in great numbers by 
Hit1 natives, to whom they are great 
Ceylon ha* several species 
The island is dotted over 
with bogs of til lek, chocolate colored 
covered by a sod of reeds and 
grasses, and this mud teems with Ash. 
Tilt* ( iiiguicsc d e a r off a space and 
walt till the fish come up to All their 
sir bladder, when they catch them In 
strong dip nets. 
Sir John Bo wring says that some 
lung fishes in Siam go aa much as 
three miles from water aud that they 
h a v e be e n 


their surroundings. 
Biology is full of 
such instances, but few are more strik­ 
ing than this.—Washington Star.

Philadelph Van Frpmp of Lancaster was born in that city in 1810, and 
read law with Philemon Beecher, and upon his admission to the practice 
quickly rose to a prominent position in the then famous bar of Lancaster.

Iii 1857, however, he greatly injured, for some years, his political 
prospects by accepting the nomination of the American paity for governor. 
He received over 10.000 votes, drawing largely from the Democrats, which 
resulted in the defeat of Henry B. Payne, the Democratic candidate, and the 
electron of Salmon P. Chase by a plurality of 1,500 votes. 
He was elected a common pleas judge in the Seventh Judicial district in 
1862, and served four years 
In 1866 he was elected to the Fortieth congress 
from the Twelfth district, Fairfield, Perry, Pike, Ross, Hocking and Picka­ 
way counties, and re-elected to the Forty-first in 1868 and to the Forty-second 
in 1870 from the same district. He declined a fourth election because of im­ 
paired health. In congress, both in debate and committee work, he was rec 
ognized as a man of unusual ability. 
He was born in Lancaster, Ohio, No* 
15, 1810, and died in Cincinnati, July 31, 1874.

Of Mb 
county did much to develop its great mineral resources and occu­ 
pied a high position in the respect of the people in his part of the state He 
was a lawyer of great force and ability and commanded a large practice He 
represented Meigs county in the Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth general assem­ 
blies. being a leading member of the house.

He was a cousin of the Cary sisters, the well 
known poetical writers. 
Mr. Cary achieved his greatest distinction as a lecturer on temperance, 
having spoken on that subject in all the principal cities of the United States 
and British American possessions, and in England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales, being greeted everywhere he went with immense audiences. 
He had no fixed political affiliations, but acted most frequently with the 
Dmocratic party. 
In 1867 he was elected to the Fortieth congress to succeed 
Rutherford B. Hayes, who resigned to become president. He defeated Rich­ 
ard Smith, editor of the Cincinnati Gazette, running as an Independent 
For twenty years Mr. Cary was the principal editorial writer for the Cincin­ 
nati Weekly Enquirer. 
In congress he opposed the impeachment of Presi­ 
dent Johnson and the Republican policy of reconstruction. 


PE T E R 
W. STRADER. 
Captain Peter W. Strader was largely connected with the steamboat in­ 
terests of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers during the noonday of stearaboat- 
ing, and went to congress rather as a diversion 
He was unexpectedly nomi­ 
nated and elected to the Forty-first congress by the Democrats of the First 
district, a part of Hamilton county, in 1868. 
He tried to decline, but hid 
friends would not permit. The district had elected Benjamin Eggleston. Re­ 
publican, two years previously, by a large majority, and in view of the fact 
that he was not likely 
to be taken away from his steamboat business, he 
concluded to make the race. 
He was called on by friends and opponents alike to make a speech in 
answer to Mr. Eggleston’s speaking campaign. Not being an orator or even 
a public speaker, he appealed to a friend to prepare a speech for him, which 
he memorized and delivered in excellent style before select audiences of his 
friends and associates. 
A few nights before the election he was billed to 
speak from the esplanade of the Burnet House, and the streets were packed 
for squares to listen to him. 
When he faced the assemblage his stage fright was so great that he for­ 
got every sentence of his speech. After a few stammering attempts to begin 
its delivery, he managed to say, in a voice that could be heard for a quarter 
of a mile: “Gentlemen and Fellow-Citizens—Never mind the weather so the 
wind dont blow!” 
I his fragment of a steamboat song was the only thing 
he could think of, and, having delivered it, he sat down smilingly amid the 
howls of the multitude. 
The opposition papers reproduced his “speech" 
scores of times the next morning, in ail kinds of type, in ridicule of the 
captain. 
The “crowd,” however, took the speech as premeditated on Strader’s 
part as an all-suffieient answer to his opponent’s elaborate arguments and 
he grew rapidly in favor. 
When the ballots were counted, to his opponent s 
surprise, and perhaps his own, he was elected by an immense majority. One 
term in congress sufficed. He resumed his station on the quarter-deck, where 
he was entirely at home. He was born in Warren, N. J., Nov. 6, 1818.

He had consIderafcle musical ability, and became a master of the 
n, as a matter of personal amusement. 
In 1846 he was elected auditor of

George Washington Morgan was one of the picturesque civic and mill 
tary figures in the history of Ohio for the nineteenth century. 
He was born 
In Washington county, Pennsylvania, 
and died in Mt. Vernon, O., near the 
close of the century, near four score 
iii 1836, while attending Washington 
college, he laid down his hooks and 
Joined the Texan army under General 
Houston, from whieh he retired with 
the rank of captain, and at the age of 
21 entered the United States military 
academy. 
In 1843 he located at Mt. Vernon, 
Knox county, where he studied law, 
was admitted to the bar and began 
the practice of his profession in 1845, 
in which he became very successful. 
He entered the Mexican war In com 
mand of an Ohio regiment, and was 
brevetted a brigadier general for gal­ 
lant conduct at Contreras and Chur­ 
ubusco 
To put an end to the guerilla warfare and murder of American 
soldiers Colonel Morgan seized a number of prominent Mexican citizens and 
issued a proclamation in which he announced that for every American soldier 
killed by the guerillas, a citizen would be executed. The murders ceased at 
once. 
General Morgan was appointed consul at Marseilles, France, in 1856, and 
in 1858 was made minister to Portugal 
He resigned the latter position In 
1861 to return to Jhe United States and enter the military service, and was 
made a brigadier general and assigned to duty under Major General Don 
Carlos Buell. 
In March, 1862, he was placed In command of the Seventh division of 
the Army of Ohio, and later took command of the Thirteenth corps, which 
he commanded at the taking of Fort Hindman, Arkansas 
His health falling, 
be resigned his commission in 1863. 
General Morgan was cne of the most piomincnt and influential Demo­ 
cratic leaders of the state tor a third of a century, and largely dictated the 
policy of the party, as new issues presented themselves. 
In 1865 he was the 
Democratic candidate for governor, but was defeated by General Jacob Dol­ 
son Cox by a vote of 223,642 to 193,797. 
He was elected to the Fortieth congress In 1866 from the Thirteenth a s ­ 
trict. Knox, Licking, Muskingum and Coshocton. 
In 1868 he was declared 
elected from the same district to the Forty-first, but his right to the seat was 
contested by Columbus Delano, and the latter was seated near the close of 
the session. 
He was elected to the Forty-second congress in 1870. 
In congress he was a Democratic leader, and was the candidate of his 
party for speaker against James G. Blaine when that gentleman was first 
elected to the position. General Morgan was closely Identified with the suc­ 
cess of the various benevolent Institutions of the state. 
JOHN A. SMITH. 
John A. Smith of Highland county represented Highland, Adams and 
Brown in the house of the Fortieth genera] assembly, and Highland alone In 
the Forty-first. 
He was well known throughout the southwestern part of 
the state, and so fully commanded the respect of the people that he waa 
twice elected to congress from the Sixth district, embracing the counUes of 
Highland, Clinton, Fayette, Brown and Clermont. 
He was elected to the Forty-first congress In 1868, and In 1870 was re­ 
elected to the Forty-second. He wag a legislator of great capability, but waa 
not ambitious of a third election. He. was born in Hillsboro, Ohio, Sept 33

THE FIRST INDIA INK 


IT W A S A C C ID E N T A L L Y M ADE BY A 


C H IN E S E m LCHEM IST.

For many thousand years india ink 
has been to the artist und to the art!* 
sau the vehicle for the creation of 
much that is interesting and instructive 
and beautiful iu the world of art, aud 
it has a rather extraordinary history. 
Like many other things which have 
no relation whatever to their names, 
india ink has no relation whatever to 
India. The irish potato, it is said fa­ 
cetiously, is so called because it wai 
found first in Peru. 
Therefore India 
ink may have been so named because 
it was made first in China, where the 
bulk of it has been made ever since. 
Also, like most other things of prac­ 
tical utility to mankind, india Ink was 
not an invention, but a discovery—that 
Is to say, the individual who produced 
It first did so entirely by accident, 
without the remotest Intention cf doing 
anything sensible or useful. 
About 3,000 years before th# Chris­ 
tian era a Chinese alchemist, Tien- 
Tsehen by name, while experimenting 
upon some nostrum for the eternal 
preservation of life or upon some for­ 
mula for converting dirt into gold—it 
matters not what—accidentally con­ 
cocted a black substance in the form 
of a liquid paint or varnish. This con­ 
coction was the first india ink. 
The black pigment which forms the 
base of the ink was the soot obtained 
by burning lac and pine charcoal. This 
soot was powdered finely and mixed 
with some kind of size or glue. 
Fish 
glue, or Isinglass, was used as well as 
bone or horn glue, and sometimes. In 
making the finer qualities of ink, pearls 
w’ere bolled In glue. 
Sometimes dried 
ox tongue was added to give the ink a 
purple tint, and the bark of the pepper 
tree was used to produce a tiuge of 
blue. 
The ink was carefully molded. 
dried and packed in wormwood leaves 
with lime or ashes until well seasoned, 
It Is not stated whether sepia, the 
coloring liquid of the cuttlefish, was 
added to the ink originally or not; but, 
as the best india ink in use at present 
has a brownish tint, as if mixed with 
sepia. It Is evident that sepia Is used 
now In the manufacture of the ink. 
Sepia alone Is used frequently in China 
In preference to the black Ink. 
As soon as it was discovered that In­ 
dia ink was likely to be serviceable to 
mankind it was perceived by the im­ 
perial diet to be a dangerous Innova­ 
tion upon the established custom of 
“not” having it to use. 
The empire 
had got along very w'ell without india 
ink prior to Its discovery, and it was 
Chinese public [Wiley 
“to let well 
enough alone.” 
Therefore the use of 
the Ink was declared to be sacrile­ 
gious, and its manufacture was pro­ 
hibited. 
Apparently there were "millions” in 
india ink in those days, for a sharp 
competition in its production arose, 
and this was the beginning of trouble 
for artists and draftsmen. The market 
was glutted with worthless grades. At 
first the ink was superfine in quality, 
and the lampblack used in It was 
ground Into an impalpable powder so 
fine that It was as volatile as vapor 
and possessed in Itself an odor of 
musk. 
Later, when competition cor­ 
rupted 
its production, coarser and 
cheaper pigments were substituted for 
the fine ones, and the ink was arti­ 
ficially perfumed with musk In order 
to disguise its inferiority. 
The Chinese are passionately fond of 
musk, und india ink was used by them 
not only as a writing material, but 
also as a flavor for their choicest bey- 
era yes. 
A little india ink rubbed in 
water was considered then a delicious 
drink, but modern india iuk can hard­ 
ly be recommended as a safe medium 
for Interior decoration of that sort. 
We are informed by the distinguish 
cd historian that all “good” India iuk 


Is inhabited by gods. 
(In China there 
are so many gods that it is difficult to 
find lodgings for them all; they are 
billeted, therefore, upon any conven­ 
ient article, such as a stick of india 
Ink.) 
From this startling disclosure of 
the historian we might be Justified in 
presuming that all “bad” india ink L 
inhabited by devils. 
This view of the 
matter would account for the multi­ 
tudinous trials and tribulations which 
beset the unhappy draftsm an who trios 
to make a drawing with poor india 
ink for certainly in unmltlgsted wick­ 
edness and total depravity india ink 
has few equals and no superiors.— 
Weekly Bouquet.
